On the Middle East, Byrd would 
not normally take a specific in- 
itiative -- certainly not at such a 
delicate moment in the peace treaty 
negotiations — ‘unless authorized by 
Carter. 

Finally, Byrd's remarks come at a 
time when the president is openly ex- 
pressing concern about Israel's 
future settlement policy. He and 
other U.5. officials are also upset 
over press reports that Israe! plans 
to try to limit severely the scope of 
the autonomy scheme in Judea- 
Samaria and Gaza.

Vance back home

Barring last-minute . develop- 


‘ments, U.S. Secretary of State 


Cyrus Vance is expected to sus- 
pend his current Middle East shuttle 
today — after failing to get Egypt 
and Israel to sign a draft peace trea- 
ty before Sunday, the day set at the 
Camp David peace summit for in- 
itialling the pact. 

The secretary, following a 15- 
minute phone conversation with 
President Jimmy Carter last night, 
decided to cancel his shuttle plans. He 
leaves Israel this afternoon for a 
Cairo stopover, and will then fly 
home. 

The spokesman for the Middle 
East bureau at the State Depart- 
ment, George Sherman, made it 
clear to’ newsmen that the decision 
for Vance to return home was made 
after the secretary reported to 
Carter, from the U.S. Consulate 
General in Jerusalem, on the 
negotiations he had held with Israeli 
leaders yesterday. 

Indications were that the peace 
talks had bogged down on no less 
than five major issues. These include 
Egypt’s demands for linking the 
treaty to a target date for the es- 
tablishment of autonomy in the West 
Bank and Gaza, and Cairo'’s demand 
for softening the treaty's ‘‘priority" 
clause through a letter which would 
leave Egypt's obligations to other 
Arab states unjeopardized. 

The outstanding !ssues also include 
Egypt's demand for special status in 
the Gaza Strip, and Israel's claim to 
ἃ quota in the Sinai oilfields and to 
the right to establish settlements in 
Judea and Samaria. 

Sherman said the U.S. was leaving 
outstanding issues for the parties to 
resolve, adding that Vance feels he 
will have achieved all he could by the 
one he leaves Israel and Egypt for 

‘ashington. 

Tn an unmilatakable signal of U.8. 
discontent over the failure of the two 
parties to accept American 

proposals, Sherman said that Vance 


_ listeners that the secretary's 


sibilities go beyond the Middle Bast. 

Asked whether Vance saw his 
current mediation mission as a 
failure, Sherman said he could not 
prejudge the outcome, as Vance still 
planned to meet Israeli negotiators 
and Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat before leaving for Washington. 


Sherman declined to say whether 


the apparent collapse of Vance's 


current mission had occurred in 
Cairo or Jerusalem, stressing that . 
the secretary was maintaining con- ' 
tacts with both parties. 

At one stage, however, he said that 
the surprise change in Vance’s 
itinerary and the subsequent decf- 
sion to recall him had “evolved” 
following the talks the secretary had 
held in Jerusalem yesterday. 

Vance himself had earlier emerg- 
ed from talks with Israeli 
negotiators declaring that ‘there 
are differences of views between 
ws." 

The secretary was understood to . 
have presented the [Israeli 
negotiators with the “‘new ideas” he , 
was reported to have worked out 
with Sadat during three days of talks 
in Cairo. The substance of these 
ideas were not disclosed, but they © 
were believed to have focussed on an 
exchange of letters between Egypt 
and Israel resolving the conflict over 
the question of ‘'linkage"’ and of the 
treaty's article six, which gives the 
Israel-Egyptian peace pact a 
precedence over Egypt's other 
obligations — including ita military 
arrangements with other Arab 
states, 

Although the negotiations could 
not have been wrapped up before 
next Sunday’s deadiine, they are 
nevertheless far from having broken 
down. Israel and Egypt are reported 
to now be ἐπ a give-and-take process 
which Is likely to go on for days if not 
weeks. 

Asked whether there had been give 
and take during Vance's discussion 
with Israeli negotiators, Sherman 
replied to newsmen with a firm 
“yes."" 


Sadat confident, sees 
treaty ‘sooner or later’ 


In Cairo, Sadat yesterday 
reiterated that the Sunday deadline 
“makes no difference," saying he 
was confident a treaty with Israe} 
will be reached ‘‘sauner or later." 

Chatting with reporters after a 
Methodist Church Peace Prize 
award ceremony, Sadat said he will .

TEL AVIV. — Beduin in the Negev 
are being asked to sign away all 
claims to land, in return for a half 
dumam or dunam site and limited 
money damages, members of the 
National Committee for Defence of 

Arab Lands claimed yesterday. 

Mohammed Meari, a lawyer and 
member of the committee, said a 
high-level commission on the Be- 
duin, which includes no Beduin mem- 
bers, has drafted a plan for solving 
the Beduin land problem. He charg- 
ed that while a Beduin must prove 
ownership or possession of the lands 
he claims as his, lack of documents 
may result in only a small fraction of 
the lands claimed by the Beduin be- 
ing accepted ag theirs. 

Of those lands which are accepted 
as belonging to the Beduin, half will 
be expropriated by the government, 
Meari sald, adding the Beduin would 
be paid only for part of the 
remainder. Instead of farmland or 
pasture, each Beduin will be given a 
small plot on which to erect a tent or 
house, Meari claimed.

Sharon avoids showdown 
with Golan settlers

Beduin seek lands rights 


meeting wil] be called in Nazareth 
sometime within the next few weeks 
to decide on steps to be taken against 
land expropriations, destruction of 
houses, and what they said they con- 
sidered an effort to put an end to the 
Beduin way of life In the Negev.

Today, 
though many of their number left in 
1948, the source said the Beduin are 
claiming two million dunam. " 

As for the proposed solution, the 
source said thet any Beduin who has 
papers to prove ownership of his 
land will be allowed to keep it, and 
that any expropriation required will 
be done on the same paste as for 
other citizens. 


For those who have no papers, the 
source said, part of their claim will 
be accepted without question, for 
which they will receive some land 
and some money.

In a related dévelopment, a 
quarrel between the financial 
department of the Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration and some 70 Beduin 
families of the Abu Suweid tribe, has 
delayed the transfer of the families 
to Zalmou, where the government in- 
vested some 0L.15m. in preparing the 
area for Beduin resettlement. The 
quarrel is over how much compensa- 
tion the Beduin should get for their 
lands. 


Shelli rethinks rotation agreement

Almost 40 young couples who sub- 
mitted false declarationg when 
applying for Housing Ministry loans 
have been given suspended gaol 
sentences of up to eight months and 
fined 114,000 each, it was learned 
yesterday. 

The ministry said this was a result 
of the follow-up process it conducts 
before granting loans to young 
couples. The cases tried so far — 
only one has been acquitted — are 
among 500 which the ministry's legal 
department has turned over to the 
police and the prosecutor's office 
during the past two years. Most in- 
volve statements by applicants who 
declared that they did not already 
own an apartment when they in fact 
aid. 

In development towns, applicants 
who already own flats are entitled to 
two-thirds of the regular loan, In 
cases where such applicants falsely 
declare that they are not the owners 
of any apartment, the ministry 
allows them the two-thirds of the 
Joan but files a complaint with the 
police for the remaining third which 
they tried to extract fraudulently. 

Other young couples found guilty 
of false declarations are disqualified 
from the programme they applied 
for — but not from all the ministry's 
programmes for young couples. ~

SALISBURY (UPI). — South Africa 
yesterday joined the battle here 
against the biggest fire in Southern 
Africa's history — a huge blaze rag- 
ing for the third day at a major fuel 
depot attacked by black insurgents 
out to strangle Rhodesia's economy.

Lowrie's deputy, John Zaktrager, 
said 28 fuel tanks over an area of 
some 20 dunams have caught fire 
since Monday night, when Patriotic 
Front guerrillas are believed by 
military officials to have used 
rockets and tracer bullets to spark 
the blaze. 

It was the greatest blow the in- 
surgents have dealt Rhodesia's 
economy, already strained by the 
war and international trade sanc- 
tions, since the guerrilla war began 
six years ago.

THE STRANGE and unexpected 
-events in the Middle East of today 
were all on the cards yesterday. 


* Researchers, like 40 many fortune- 


tellers, show indisputable evidence 
that President Anwar Sadat’s visit 
was predictable, that the Shah's 
troubles !n Iran were inevitable, that 
Lebanese Christians would suffer 
under the Syrians in 1978. 

The “Middle East Cantemporary 
Survey.”’ edited by journailst Colin 
Legum and by Holmes and 
Meier of New York and London, 
makes this all plain. 

The first volume of the seriez, 
covering the years 1976 and 1977, was 
prepared with the help of the Shiloah 
Centre for Middle Eastern and 
African Studies. 

The volume is edited by Colin 
Legum, 8. specialist In African af- 
fairs, while Prof. Haim Shaked, head 
of the Shiloah Institute, is the 
academic editor and Daniel Dishon, 
a aenior researcher at Shiloah, is the 
painstaking, though unacknowledg- 
ed, co-ordinator. 

. Dishon, editor of the prestigious, 
but now discontinued, ‘'Middie East 
Record,”" notes in the opening essay 
that there were signs of Sadat's visit 
to Jerusalem in the spring of 1877. 
Indeed, after Sadat had visited 
Washington, he ‘indicated a 
willingness to envisage some 
progresa towards normalizing 
Israeli-Arab relations" following a 
political settlement that would in- 
volve pressure on Israel by the U.S. 

Tt was, Dishon observes, ‘‘the first 
time since 1948 that “the Arab- 
IsraeH conflict decisively changed 
course.”” ὃ 

But it did not, in fact, change very 
much on closer examination: The 
change was in tactics, not essence: 
“There was τὸ Heyptian deviation 
from the broad Arab consensus over 
the question of Palestinian self- 
determination as such, or over the 
insistence on 8. Palestinian state 
(even though linked with Jordan) as 
one of the ‘legitimate rights’ of the 
Palestinians,’ writes Dishon.

TO GOVERN, Sadat needz “‘a policy 
of success,'’ according ta a 
“Washington Post" correspondent, 
quoting an unnaméd foreign 
diplomat in Cairo in 1977. 

fhe Image Sadat has created of 
himself in Egypt is that of a 
“benevolent petriarch,’’ committed 
to the welfare of his people but “‘ex- 
pecting in return respect and 
obedience,"' writes Prof. Shimon 
Shamir and Ran Segev. Sadat's 
prototype is Ataturk, “the father of 
the Turks."' He addresses the 
delegates of the People’s Assembly 
as “My sons." 

As “head of the family,”’ he pleads 
that his policies are aimed at im- 
proving the Egyptian’s lot, however 
irksome the policies might appear to 
some of his critics. And he does not 
flinch from putting his critics in jail 
if they prove troublesome. 


WHY DID SADAT move towards the 
U.S. after 1978? A major factor must 
have been the unsuccessful Com- 
munist coup in Sudan — an object 
lesson in Soviet methods that must 
have sounded a warning to a non- 
Communist head of an allied state. 
But it was obvious, too, that the U.S. 
would pay a high price for a rap- 
prochement, essentially in reducing 
Israel to submission. 

Moreover, American technology 
promised “better results than the 
unreliable technical assistance of 
the Russians, 

‘“‘Certain elements among 
politically-minded Egyptians had a 


The case concerned the purchase 
of half a dwelling for 1.175,000 about 
four years ago. The additional tax 
authorities demanded a tax of half of 
IL9,150, the tax payable on an apart- 
ment worth IL350,000. The purchaser 
claimed that he was entitled to pay 
no more than the tax payable on a 
dwelling worth 1L175,000, which is 
only 111,273.

The breakthrough in U.S.- 
Egyptian relations occurred after 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
visited Cairo in February. 1977, and 
Sadat visited Washington the follow- 
ing April. After Vance's second trip 
to Egypt it became clear that ‘‘on the 
basic substantial issues, the gap 
between the American and Egyptian 
Positions was narrower than 
between the Americans and the 
Israelis." 

Sadat proved himself correct 
when, after the ostensibly pro-Israel 
Jimmy Carter was elected presi- 
dent, he stated: “There is no room 
for emotions in politics, Politics are 
interests.” 


OF THE UTMOST importance for 
any Egyptian ruler, however, is not 
the Israeli issue, nor even the West- 
East tug-of-war; rather, it is the 
need for Egypt to retain the 
leadership of the Arab world. 

It was. therefore, with an un- 
disguised resentment that Cairo 
reacted to the American initiative to 
give Syria equal status with Egypt at 
the Geneva conference, the survey 
notes. 

One may assume that more 
recently, Cairo again felt snubbed by 
the American endeavour to pull the 
strings in Amman. Jordan has been 


Pointed out the anomaly and in- 
justice of the rules when 4 million- 
pound apartment would be a more 
Yealistic yardstick than a 1L175,000 
one.

In high-performance 
operational combat aircraft, the 
relative are 568 to &3 for 
Egypt; 290 to 395 for Syria, and 218 to 
335 for Iraq. 

Having strained his relations with 
the Soviet Union to breaking point, 
Sadat's hope of regaining military 
pre-eminence in the Arab world lay 
in the U.S.

Shilo makes gloomy forecast 
while safety medals awarded

TEL AVIV. Congestion on the 
roads and the n number of traffic ac- 
cident will increase during the com- 
‘ing three or four years. This gloomy 
picture was painted yesterday by the 

Transport 


“director-general of the 


Ministry, Ehud Shilo. He was speak- 
ing at a festive meeting at Belt 


᾿ Sokolow here, at which gold medals 


were awarded to courteous drivers. 
Shilo explained that road ac- 


᾿ eidents are mainly due to three fac- 


tors: the human element — drivers 
and pedestrians, technology — the 
automobiles, and the infrastructure 


ἽὝΦ — roads and safety devices on the 


roads. He said that concerning the 
last two factors a serious regression 


_ should be expected because of lack 


of government funds. 

Shilo pointed out that the Finance 
Ministry officials had already in- 
formed him that they would have to 


. freeze all infrastructure projects for 


at least three or four years, until the 
end of relocating the army's 
defences in the Negev. 

“A simple thing like getting to 
work, which according to recent 
statistics takes the average citizen 
about 30 minutes, will in a couple of 
years take him twice as long, 
because of this freeze,"’ he said, 

Shilo said that due to inflation 
motorists tended to defer car 
repairs. He added that inspectors 
checking cars on the road had been 
shocked at the poor condition of 


many cars. . 

Coming back to the human factor 
— driver education — Shilo was full 
of praise for the Golden Day held in 
September. This road safety day was, 
organized by the Transport 
Ministry, the. Nationa! Council for 
the Prevention of Accidents, the 
police and other organizations. 
Speciat inspectors in all parts of the 
country noted down the licence 
numbers of courteous drivers. Over 
200 drivers were cited, and five of 
them were awarded gold medals. 

The winners are: Fritzi 
Mitzenberg, of Tel Aviv, who yielded 
her right of way and let another car 
pass at a crossing; Yitzhak 
Tzitronel, of Givatayim, who got out 
of his car and stopped other cars to 
glow a group of children to cross the 
road; Uri Zaken, of Dimona, who 
allowed a group of pedestrians to 
cross the street, although technically 
he had the right of way. 

Three of the gold medals were 
awarded by the Avner roof company 
of all insurance companies. The 
other two were given by the Egged 
and Dan bus cooperatives. 

Moshe Shloman, a Dan bus driver, 
allowed an old couple to cross the 
street although they ignored a 
pedestrian crossing nearby; Yosef 
Pearl, an Egged bus driver, allowed 
8 car coming from a side road to 
make a right turn into the main road. 
in front of his bus, although his 
public service vehicle clearly had 
the right-of-way.

Traffic accidents claimed 68 lives 
in November and 304 persons suf- 
fered serfous injuries, the Central 
Bureau of Statistics reports.

Microcomputers will soon do almost everything except steer cars 


Computers take over the car

Th fust a few more years cars may 
suddenly be “smarter” than their 
drivers, thanks to a tiny piece of” 
silicon — the material used for 
manufacturing a new generation of 
nltra-tiny computers. 

And those computers, called 
“microcomputers,” will goon be the 
heart of 8 complex electronic system 
that will do almost everything but 
steer a car. 

In fact, most cars will soon have 
several computers on board, along 
with a host of other sophisticated 
electronics, to control everything 
from the proper fuel-air ratio going 
to the engine to monitoring brake 
wear or even to tuning in the driver's 
favourite radio station. 

Most of us will not even be aware , 
that the computers are there — at 
least not until that fateful day, when 
the mechanic simply says: "Look 
buddy, I can't fix it, the computer is 
busted. maybe call a T.V. repair- 
man?" 

Some people may ask what we 
need this great step forward for. but 
Uke it or not the computer is coming 
to the ear for a large number of 
reasons: 
« There is simply not enough time 
for automobile manufacturers to 
meet the ever-growing web of 
legislation almed at reducing pollu- 
tion levels, while at the same time 
getting more kilometres to the litre, 
uniess the ultra-small computers are 
used to control and monitor engines. 
Israel has hardly taken a lead in 
such legislation, but we'll get the 
Same cars as everyone else. 
© With the price of oi] in a perma- 
nent upward spiral, and the world’s 
supply definitely not infinite, car 
makers will meet greater and 
greater consumer resistance to gas- 
guzzling engines. The computers 
can, by keeping a close eye on the 
operation of a car, issue electronic 
commands to the car's engine that 
cause it to operate as efficiently as 
possible. Computers will also warn 
the driver when a part, such as a 
spark plug, must be replaced to keep 
the car running efficiently. 
« Cars have become so complex 
that even a good mechanic may have 
trouble diagnosing what is wrong. 
The microcomputer, with ‘‘sen- 
sors," in every part of the car, can 
be hooked to a large computer and 
“tell” the big repair computer what 
the mechanic has to fix. 
e The Western world has become 
“gadget crazy" since World War I, 
particularly when it comes to elec- 
tronic gadgets — watches, hand-held 
calculators, and a host of other 
products. The microcomputer today 
is the ultimate gadget we can buy, 
and in Europe in particular not a day 
goes by without the daily papers 
writing about some new way to use 
it. The European cars we buy here 
will have the tiny computers tn them 
even before American cars do, par- 
ticularly in the lower and mid-priced 
cars, according to most industry 
‘observers...

Computers into cars at almost every 
price level, as a standard feature, is 
the target of most auto makers. 

A few years ago there was talk of 
putting one fairly large computer, 
perhaps the size of a shoebox, in a 
ear. The concept today is to use 
several smaller computers. First of, 
all, if one computer breaks down, the 
entire car will not be incapacitated. 
Secondly, it is sinmply cheaper to use - 
several microcomputers rather than 


vance and carburetor settings. 

Next, another computer will do 
nothing but check the exhaust gases 
coming out of the tailpipe, monitor: 
ing pollution levels, checking th 
efficiency of the engine, and relay. 
ing thet information to the first com- 
puter to help fine-tune engirie opere- 
tion for lower pollution and higher ef- 
ficiency. 

In a manual transmission the 
question of when to shift is handled 
by that most complex computer of 
all, the human brain. But an 
automatic transmission, which now 
shifta based on a series of 
mechanical linkages, will have its 
own microcomputer to make the 
decision when to shift. Tiny elec- 
trical impulses sent out by the com- 
puter will actuate the mechanical 

linkages that actually do the shif- 
ting. 

Another microcomputer will he 
dedicated simply to monitoring 
almost all aspects of a car's opera- 
tion, again communicating with the 
other computers on board. That 
computer will talk to both the driver 
and mechanic. And it may, literally, 
talk — because within the past six 
montha both U.S. and European 
companies have unveiled inexpen- 
sive microcomputer-based devices 
that can generate speech. Your car 
might, one day, say to you: “My 
number three spark plug just broke. 
Fix me. Fix me." 

Not forgetting the gadgets, one 
microcomputer will probably be 
used in an “entertainment centre” 
consisting of radio, taperecorder, 
digital clock, two-way radio, 
perhaps even a tiny TV for 
passengers. 

Finally, there is the speedometer, 
tachometer, fuel gauge, and all the 
other dials, gauges, and lights on the 
dashboard. A microcomputer will be 
devoted just to operating those, 
reporting from various sensors 
sprinkled around the car. 

The price for all this 1s almost as 
spectacular as what the computer 
can do — especially considering that 
the ‘brains’ of the computer- 
generation cars will, quite literally, 
be more sophisticated, smarter, and 
faster-thinking than a million-dollar

What 
we will see is an evolution, with 
maybe one or two microcomputers 
in the cars of the very early 1980s. 
Meanwhile scientists will work on a 
few problems that still remain, most 
notable among them reducing the 
cost of some of the sensors on which 
the microcomputers rely. 

Then, by the mid 1980s, not only 
will there be a much fuller comple- 
ment of microcomputers, it may be 
impossible to buy 80 much as a 
motorcycle without at least one com- 
puter. 

And as for the driver, well — there 
is still the steering wheel. Although 
the scientists are to talk 
very seriously about embedding’ 
wires in roadways, with sensors in 
ears to locate the wires. So, if you'd 
rather read the morning paper or 
watch your computer controlled 
mini-TV on the way to work...

Despite the sombre mood that followed yesterday's round of 
talks and despite the artless U.S. announcement that Mr. Vance 
has important business at home apart. from the Middle East, 
there is still every reason to believe that in the end a peace trea- 


ty will be concluded. 


But the impatience in Washington has not contributed to the 
process. Despite the difficulties, President Carter has remained 
fixed on the December 17th date for reasons that are perhaps 
understandable, but scarcely sufficient. Certainly the deadline 
is less important than the achievement of agreement itself. 

This impatience expressed itself immediately after Camp 
David, when U.S. officials, anxious to win over Hussein and 
West Bankers, interpreted the meaning of the Camp David ac- 
cords and the autonomy pian in a manner that inevitably ranki- 


ed in Jerusalem, 


Then when Israel sought to reach an understanding on finan- 
cing the massive costs of a pullback in Sinai and redeployment 
in the Negev, there were some icy winds in the U.S. capital — 
even though it was plain that this was a’‘vénture much beyond 


Israel's economic capacities. 


And now this week, the Senate Majority Leader, Senator 
Robert Byrd, just back from a trip to the Middle East and Israel 
as the President's special representative not only reiterated a 
warning by Mr. Carter against a resumption of settlement ac- 
tivity on the West Bank, but went a step further. Bluntly he link- 
ed the promise of American military and economic aid to 
Israel's performance on settlement and granting ‘‘full 
autonomy" in the West Bank and Gaza. 

Little wonder therefore that in the three months since Camp 
David there has been a changed atmosphere in Israel. There are 
doubts about Egyptian intentions and doubts about American 
strategy and American pressure. These doubts come in addition 
to the anxieties, widely held in Israel on the right and the left, 
about the wisdom of the Government's autonomy plan. 

If Mr. Begin had some difficulty gaining Knesset approval for 
the Camp David accord, being forced to rely on the Labour Op- 
position, certainly he would have more difficulty with the treaty 
package as now envisaged. And American management of the 
negotiating process since Camp David has contributed a great 


deal to this situation. 


Tf, as appears likely, agreement will not emerge from Mr. 
Vance’, 8 present visit, what will be needed therefore is more, 
‘rather than leas, diplomatic skill, And if the all-too-open 
diplomacy of Blair House and shuttle is not effective, then the 
leaders of Egypt, Israel and the U.S. should resort once again to 
the proven device of quiet summitry. 
Such a procedure, in contrast to what has occurred during the 
last few weeks, would achieve more and dispel the doubts and 
suspicions that have accumulated since Camp David.

THE ; SELF: DESTRUCTION of the 
Iranian regime is a tragi-comedy in 
five acts. The inspiration for the 
melodrama was, of course, the huge 


. increase in the price of petroleum in 


1973. The Shah and his advisers 
decided that this afforded them a one- 
time opportunity to transform Iran 
into a modern state and a regional 
power. It was decided that Iran 
would produce as much oil as possi- 
ble as quickly as possible, . while 
spending as much as possible to 
modernize the country in every con- 
eeivable way in the shortest possible 


- time. 


As a consequence there was ἃ 
series of breakdowns, first of the in- 
frastructure (roads and ports), then 
of administrative control. In the 
course of this process agricultural, 
commercial and religious interests, 
as well as the consumer interests of 
the bureaucratic bourgeoisie, were 
severely affected. 

With the breakdown of the 
development system, an attempt 
was made to shift the responsibility 
to the cabinet and administration of 
Amir Abbas Hoveida, who was 


prime minister for 13 years. He was . 


dismissed and the newspapers were 
allowed to criticize the ad- 
ministrative performance of the 
previous government. A new govern- 
ment under Jamshid Amuzegar was 
appointed with a mandate to end 
corruption and improve ad- 
ministration. 

In this way the government ad- 
mitted its failures and allowed 
public criticism; but it did not per- 
mit the creation of political 
organizations through which the 
bourgeoisie could turn dissatisfac- 
tion into effective political participa- 
tion. 

Act three began with Hoveida, now 
elevated to the ministry of court, 
attempting to undermine Amuzegar 
in a typical Iranian aristocratic in- 
trigue. It ended with the provocation 
of religicus students and 
demonstrations against gratuitous 
government-inspired attacks on 
Ayatollah Khomeini. Measures to

TEACHERS’ STRIKE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — It is rather disconcerting’ 


that your editorial, ‘Strike solution 
overdue” (December 8), should con- 
tain some blatant inaccuracies. 


"The secondary school teachers are 
not and never were “holding out for 4 
per cent more than the 37 per cent 
wage increase. granted to their 
colleagues." According to the new 
wage scales, published by the Civil 
Service Commissioner, the 
overwhelming majority of teachers 
will get an increase of 23-25 per cent 
(not 37), which is near enough to 
what everyone else is getting. A 
further 6 per cent have been 
“frittered away” on fringe benefits, 
mainly for a group of old-timers 
(headmasters, inspectors, etc.) like 
myself. 

Seeing that the sums allocated for 
overall salary increases were 50 
small, the Secondary Teachers’ 
Association proposed that at least 4-5 
per cent of the above 6 per cent 
should he divided evenly amongst all 
the teachers, to encourage the 
younger ones to enter and stay in the 
profession. This does not mean that 
headmasters, rs and others 
have no justifiable claims, but it is 
our contention that the committee 
proposed by the Minister of Hduca- 
tion should deal with all such claims.
